ciation-in Chicago for .this, effort call- 
ing it conspiracy.

V/ILL PARDEE BREAK THE HOO- 
. BOO AGAINST SECOND TERM 


GOVERNORS? 


The only man that was ever twice 


. elected Governor of California was John 


Biglcr, Democrat, who was chosen In. the 
early fifties, writes Colonel Joseph D. 
Lynch, In the Los Angeles Herald. 
At 


the same time that he was first elected 
Governor hero (his brother, William Big- 
ler,-was elected Democratic Governor of 
Pennsylvania, going afterwards to the 
United States Senate from the Keystone 
State. 
Biglcr was un argonaut of a 


splendid type and was deservedly popu- 
lar. He had brought his family with him 
to California and Mrs. Bigler used to' 
take pride In the fact that in the early 
days she was not ashamed to preside 
over the washtub where the clothes o( 
her husband and children were handled. 
Notwithstanding these 
primitive 
early 


'days and his intense Democracy John 
Bigler was always one of the best dressed 
men on the coast. His brother, William, 
the Senator from Pennsylvania, was, one 
of the most aristocratic looking mer/who 
ever sat in that body. 
For the information of those who are 
not au oourant with politics in California, 
it may be well to note the fnct that thus 
far, throwing out the Know Nothing 
Governor elected in the early fifties, this 
State has had an 
equal 
number of 
Democratic and Republican Governors. 
The premature.and unexpected death of 
Bartlett gave nearly four years of Re- 
publican administration when the people 
by a small majority had voted with the 
Democracy. 


The vote which has given the State 
acch an overwhelming Republican cast 
must be referred to the counties south of 
the Tehachapi. 
Since the Spanish war 
San Francisco has become an uncertain 
quantity. 
If the vote case for 'Theodore 
Roosevelt were to. be accepted .as .normal. 
California would have to be regarded as, 
In ratio, the strongest Republican State 
in the Union. But It must be borne in 
mind that tho Golden State is the most 
capricious State In tho roster. She gave 
Roosevelt a plurality of 115,000. which 
would bo equivalent to 575;000 for New 
York. 
However, tho city of Chicago 
gave Roosevelt a plurality, of exactly the 
same figure. 115.000. and the other fluy 
elected a Democratic mayor by a plural- 
ity of 24.000. 
'California Is every whit as capricious 
as Chicago, and the result ot the next 
election In this State will depend on the 
issues and on what they think of the 
last Legislature—and things. 
Even Los 
Angeles, the most Intensely Republican 
city In the United States, has shown that 
at times she can discard politics and 
vote as pleases her people, irrespective 
of narty lines. 


The first man who filled tho executive 
office from Southern California was John 
G. Downey. At that time very little Im- 
portance was attached .to this section, as 
•was Indeed tho case for many years 
rfter. 
Neither was Downey himself a 
man -of any- noto at that time. 
When Milton 3. Latham was nominated 
-for Governor by tho Democrats they put 
on John G. Downey for Lluetenant-Gov- 
nrnor. 
There had been somf; agitation 
rbout that time for n division of the 
Ttatn and the formation of n State of 


by Tom Fitch of his "Little ex-accl- 
dency," and 
disappeared 
from' public 
life- A man who loaned money at 12% 
per cent a month and who collected it in- 
exorably, was not calculated 'to fire the 
popular heart. 
The next Angeleno who was Governor 
of California was General George Stone- 
man. 
He had been a cavalry leader on 
the Union side during the "late un- 
pleasantness," and had been elected a 
railway commissioner and in that posi- 
tion had introduced some showy resolu- 
tions which aimed to restrict the powers 
of the railway company. As the major- 
ity of the railway commissioners were 
devoted to the corporation, all Stoneman 
had to do was to stand pat and bring up 
his resolution every time this quite use- 
less body met to establish himself firmly 
with the people, who do not always look 
below the surface for things, and he be- 
came exceedingly popular and the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor. 
For a time no one had an easier game 
than Stoneman. He was the popular Idol 
and the railway company nominated him. 
The result was that he received the 
largest majority ever given to a man 
running for Governor in California. 
I 
use the word majority advisedly. George 
C. Perkins received a larger plurality 
than Stoneman received majority, but 
the latter solds the record. I say the 
railway company nominated Stoneman 
and I say that because I saw them do it. 


Any one who knew the relations which 
cxis'-ed between Governor Stanford and 
Jim Johnson knew who nominated Stone- 
man, 
but tho people did not know. As 
Stoneman .did- nothing for the people 
after he was elected he came to be re- 
jnrde'd as the biggest "False Alarm" ever 
known in California, and there was not a 
man in all the meter and bounds of his 
own county who could have been Induced 
by love or money to demand his renoml- 
nation. 
. 


Of the other Governors contributed by 
Southern California was Waterman, an- 
other acicdency. His indorsement by the 
American party and the efforts of Frank 
M. Pixley and P. D. Wlgglngton prob- 
ably resulted In the defeat of the gallant 
and dashing M. F, Tarpe.y, when Bart- 
lett. Democrat, was elected Governor by 
the slender majority of 600. "Waterman 
was the only downright Yahoo who was 
ever 
inducted 
into 
the 
gubernatorial 
office In this State. As the ladles say, he 
was "horrid." 
Tho-other two gentlemen 
who 
elected Governor, from 
California 
both very much alive. Henry H. Mark- 
ham Is presiding over the Soldiers' Home 
with an aplomb that cannot be surpassed 
on the American continent. He seems to 
have a recnloe which keens him youne 
an'd he looks about as old as he did 
twenty years ago. But, with all his win- 
ning ways; he had to yield to the inex- 
crnble and content himself with the In- 
evitable slnsle term. 
Henry Gage, the third Governor whom 
Los Anprdes hns given the State, made 
a determined attempt to break the hoo- 
doo, but In vein. 
In his case as in 
others, 
it 
wns useless labor 
kicking 
socalnst the bricks. He has the satisfac- 
tion of knnwins- that he is the only man 
<n Call torn to. nlive or dead, who stenped 
from thi» orivato station Into tho Gover- 
nors office without Intermediate posts 
*na or knowing also that-there Is a pooti 
fleal of-monw In the practice of the law 
As nn officeholder, he wns saved the brief 
nnnrenticeship most public men have to 
serve. 


If Governor Pardee succeeds where all 


nut nno Or his nretleccssors have failed 
bp will hsve achieved something down- 
right memorable. 


William J. Hennessey, clerk of Depart- 


ment No. 1 of the Police Court, was hon-

Five months 
ago Sanford became paralyzed on his 
right side and was taken to the hos- 
pitals It took him over an hour to 
open his knife with -his left hand and 
his teeth. He cut a. gash four inenes 
long on the left side of his throat, but 
was discovered in the act by a nurse 
and -was disarmed. He will probabl" 
die. 


Sanford is the last surviving wit- 
ness of the invasion of this State in 
1848 by armed Kentuckians wno for- 
cibly attempted tc capture a fugitive

Governor Pardee came from Sacra- 


tnento to participate in the ceremonies.

fered'with the success of the anniver- 
sary. Tne Governor's address was lis- 
tened to attentively by the large aud- 
ience before the band-stand. 
' Governor Pardee's remarks —ere fre- 
buently punctuated by applause.

Twenty odd years ago I wandered on 
bright spring day thiough the bud- 
ling verdure of Leipzig's famous Ros- 
nthal.

And then I fell 
lo musing, in the murky shadows of 
ihe narrow way, whose stones had o£t 
resounded to the quickening footsteps 
Df the great German poet, on the touch 
that makes the world km. the genius 
that makes a Schiller and a Goethe like 
V Milton and a Shakespeare, a Homer 
tnd an Aristophanes, citizens of the 
trorld at large, honored by all and tak- 
jn to the heart of all mankind. 
/• For who can read "Das Lied von der

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The Revenue Problem. 


For the first ten months of the present fiscal year the Treasury 


balanceS'show a deficit of over $33,000,000. -That is, the expenditures 
have exceeded the revenues by that amount. There is still a surplus 
above liabilities in the Treasury, however. 


It is evident that the Government must either increase its rev- 


enues, decrease its expenses or borrow money to defray the cost of 
administration. Expenses cannot be materially decreased for some 
time to come because the appropriations for the next two years were 
made at the short session of the last Congress. The failure of the 
revenue to e"qual expenditures is mainly to be ascribed to the unusual 
demands on the Treasury on account of the Panama Canal and irriga- 
tion projects. However, the deficit exists and the Treasury receipts 
show no sign of closing the gap between income and outgo. 


There are two ways of increasing the revenue—by laying heavier 


taxes on beer, spirits, tobacco and cigars or by amending the tariff so 
as to encourage the import of dutiable goods. We made the Cubans 
a present of several millions a year when the reciprocity treaty with 
the island republic was ratified, and an increased tax on sugar will 
afford no relief from the Treasury stringency because the bulk of the 
foreign sugar imported into the United States comes from Cuba. 


A tax on tea and coffee will yield considerable revenue and pro- 


voke an universal howl. The brewing and distilling interests will 
strenuously oppose the imposition of any higher taxes on spirits and 
beer, and the manufacturers will offer equally vigorous opposition toi 
any changes in the tariff that will promote the importation of com- 
petitive products from foreign countries. The situation is therefore a 
perplexing one. The division of sentiment in the Republican party 
renders it all the more perplexing. One group of leaders believe the 
best way out of the difficulty is a revision of the tariff so as to afford 
a lower range of duties. It is argued that the increase in importation 
will far more than counterbalance the decrease in the rates of duty, but 
a. heavy importation of foreign goods more lightly taxed is likely to 
have a depressing effect on domestic manufactures. 


Secretary Shaw is of the opinion that the problem can be solved 


by levying additional taxes on beer,- spirits and tobacco and putting a 
small import duty on tea and coffee. 
He believes that the taxes will 


be so light and so generally distributed as to be scarcely perceptible 
to the public. 


Had the Supreme Court not declared an income tax unconstitu- 


tional, it is probable that the deficiency in revenue would be made up, 
partially at least, by taxing incomes. The sentiment in favor of an 
Income tax is rapidly growing, and it is not unlikely that the Consti- 
tution may be amended in the near future to legalize the levying of 
one. In the meantime Congress must devise some way out of the 
present difficulty.

Negroes in the Chicago Strike. 


The Colored Business Men's League of Chicago has adopted res- 


olutions requesting colored men in the South not to come to Chicago 
ior the purpose of taking the place of union strikers. This is a wise 
move. The employers of Chicago are engaged in a bftt'er struggle 
with their white union employs, and the importation of colored men 
Erom a distance to assist the employers in subduing their workmen 
interjects race prejudice into the labor controversy, and identifies the 
colored people both in and out of Chicago with a. movement hostile 
to union labor. 


It is a mistake for negroes to take part in such affairs. 
It only 


Intensifies popular feeling against, them. However, the colored men 
imported into Chicago from the South are not so much to blame as 
those who induced them to go there. They are mostly ignorant, and 
were probably deceived as to the conditions prevailing in Chicago. 
They were naturally tempted bj the offer of high wages, not knowing 
that the moment the employers and the strikers come to an agree- 
ment the demand for their services will cease. In a short time, if not 
immediately, they will be supplanted by the very men whose places 
they have taken, and will be thrown out of employment with the hand 
of union labor against them everywhere. 


When too late they will realize that they have been made the in- 


strument of the professional strike-breaker's crusade against organized 
labor, and in many ways the colored people will be made to feel that 
they are under ban for the part taken by imported negroes in the 
Chicago labor troubles. Negroes have as much right to labor where 
and for whom they please as anybody else and are entitled to the full 
protection of the laws, but there are times when it is not the wisest 
policy to insist upon rights which can only be exercised in the face of 
popular antagonism and which, when exercised, bring more trouble 
than benefit. 


Colored men would sacrifice nothing of their rights and inde- 


pendence by staying away from Chicago under the circumstances, and 
the members of the Colored Men's Business League have been quick 
to perceive the fact. They are not slow to realize that the appearance 
of imported negroes as strike-breakers makes harder the future lot 
of colored men in northern cities. The negro laborer is making a 
mistake in allowing himself to be used as a club to break the head of 
the white laborer. 


Oakland's School Census. 


It is announced that the increase in the number of children of 


school age in Oakland during the past year is exactly 69. Napa shows 
an increase of 55 and San Diego 415. Oakland has hardly kept up 
with Fruitvale and San Leandro, if we are to credit the school census 
returns. But, the showing is incredible on its face. 
The general 


growth of this city belies the census, which if incorrect is a financial 
damage to the community. Two years ago the census of Los Angeles 
showed a falling off of several thousand. Immediately the press, the 
Board of Trade, the Chamber of Commerce and the City Council took 
the matter up, with the result that a new census was taken which 
showed some 6,000 children in excess of the number found by the 
school census marshal. The first census, being official, had to stand, 
so far as the apportionment of school money for that year was con- 
cerned, but the second census has always been taken as the criterion 
of Los Angeles' scholastic population. Oakland needs a shaking up 
of the same sort. It is nonsense that there is only one child to every 
four or five new families locating here.

Dr. Otto Dornblueth of Frankfort, a 


specialist In nervous diseases, writes 
against the practice of holding after- 
noon sessions in the public schools. In 
support of his position he points to 
the investigations instituted 
among 


16,000 school children by the distin- 
guished "expert In school hygiene, Dr. 
Schmidt-Monnard, of Halle, who found 
that the number of sick among the 
children attending morning and after- 
noon sessions was by one-half greater 
than among children who 
attended 


sessions in the forenoon only. 


Dr. Dornblueth favors 
a morning 


session of five hours, giving a resting 
pause of fifteen minutes at the end of 
each hour. He says that the after- 
noon sessions exhaust the vitality of 
the children, disturb their digestive 
organs and tire their brains. The af- 
ternoon hours should be given to play, 
outdoor exercise and physical train- 
ing. 
The selfish motives of many par- 


ents In not wishing the children at 
home because they are bothersome and 
require supervision should not 
avail 


against a reform which Is necessary 
and beneficial for the little ones. The 
doctor suggests the establishment of 
public retreats where the children who 
cannot be supervised at home 
may 


spend the afternoon hours in the care 
of one or more suitable adults.

P-iind at Berkeley failed to file its reriort 
for April. The Industrial Home for the 
Blind at Oakland has 90 n'ales and 21 
females. 
The State School at 'Whittler 


has 268 boys and 42 girls arid 217 pupils 
en parole, wiiiie that at lone has 177 
boys. 


The Hospital for the Insane at Stock- 


ton has 1113 male patients and 587 fe- 
male, with 58 on parole: Napa Hospital 
has S65 males, 625 females and 42 on 
parole: Agnews Hospital has 675 males, 
426 females and 37 on parole: Ukiah Hos- 
pital has 473 males, 195 females and 11 on 
parole:' the Southern California Hospital, 
near San Bernardino, has 569 males, 283 
females and 79 on parole, making a total 
of 3855 males, 2116 females and 237 on 
parole. 
In the Home for Feeble-minded Chil- 
dren there are 292 males, 250 females and 
11 on parole. 
In the State Prison at San Quentin are 


1512 
male prisoners and 26 females, and 
at Folsom prison 1037 males. Total, 2549 
males, 26 females and 62 on parole. 
The total in the Home for Adult Blind 
decreased two in the past month; in the 
reform schools there was an increase o£ 
two; 
in the State Hospitals an Increase 


of 20; In the Home for Feeble minded 
a decrease of two.

JUSTICE OF PEACE. 


Youths Arrested on Campus Answer 


Charges of Officers—Anger at 
University Over the Episode. 


BERKEDETT, May 8.—There Is intense 


Indignation at the University among th« 
students because -H. Petterson. 'a senior, 
and T. "W. Parker, an employe of the 
firm of 
Thomas Collins & Sons, San 


Francisco, were arrested Saturday after- 
noon on the campus and (charged with 
disturbing the peace. They appeared in 
Justice Edgar's court today for trial. 


Special Officer Knapp of the Univer- 


sity police had ordered the crowd off the 
baseball bleachers which overlooked the 
Pacific A thletic Association field meet, 
•when shortly afterwards Petterson as- 
cended 
the 
bleachers. 
Knapp 
imme- 
diately ordered him off. When Petterson 
came down Parker, who was one of the 
-crowd first ordered off, went up to him 
and the two began to discuss the right 
of Knapp to take such action, 


A. 1». Bolton, superintendent of the 


grounds, then came to the scene and 
took hold of Parker to arrest him. Both 
Parker and Petterson demanded from Bol- 
ton his authority. 
Bolton then threat- 


ened to handcuff Parker, but did not on 
account of the crowd, so placed them 
both under arrest. As the two prisoners 
were walking peacefully up to Superin- 
tendent Bolton's office Knapp, the special 
officer, drew a revolver and threatened 
to shoot them if they moved a muscle. 
Parker and Petterson remained at Bol- 


ton'a office two hours. They w«re then 
taken to the Town Marshal's office and 
charged with disturbing the peace. They 
were released on ball.

but their efforts came too late.

Weeks was within fifty feet of the 
bank, when-his boat upset.

deavored to swim to the shore, but 
after taking a few 
strokes, . sank, 
never to rise again. 


At the point where the-fatal acci- 
dent occurred the Feather forms a 
deep, wide and long pool. The water 
Is from thirty to forty feet in depth, 
while the pool is several hundred feet 
in width and length. The-current Is 
swift, and watchers are patrolling the 
rapids below the. pool to see that the 
body it not carried down stream. 


In'a letter to relatives here Editor 
Weeks writes that the search It still 
being prosecuted, and that all possi- 
ble means will be tried.

fort to raise the body. Indians have 
been employed to watch the netting 
day and night.
